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Deep freeze shatters temperature records 


chill Frigid temperatures 
recorded yesterday 
shattered records set in pre¬ 
vious years, marking the 
coldest Dec. 13 in Edmon¬ 
ton’s histoiy. 

The temperature at the 
Edmonton International 
Airport dipped to -46.1 C at 
its lowest point, smashing 


the -36.1 C record set in 
2008, Environment Canada 
meteorologist David 

Schmidt said yesterday. 

“It was a chilly one,” he 
said. 

The Edmonton City Cen¬ 
tre Airport recorded -36.6 C 
yesterday, beating the previ¬ 
ous record of -32.8 C set in 


1882. 

“We’re probably experi¬ 
encing the coldest tempera¬ 
tures we’ll see for the next 
little while,” he said. 

Thankfully, Schmidt 
added, the season’s icy grip 
will ease by mid-week when 
the Arctic high-pressure 
area dominating weather 


over the Prairies will shift to 
a Pacific stream. 

Temperatures will level 
out by Friday, likely reach¬ 
ing minus single-digits. 

The all-time record at the 
International Airport was 
set in Januaiy 1972, when 
the mercury fell to -48.3C. 

“We almost beat it —just 


within the two-degree 
range,” Schmidt said. 

Edmonton was the cold¬ 
est place in the world yes¬ 
terday, second only to a 
Siberian weather station, 
where temperatures 

reached -48 C. 
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Martin 
on top 

Edmonton native earns shot at 
Olympic gold after curling win 


After seven long years, 
Kevin Martin is going back 
to the Winter Olympics. 

Martin earned his second 
trip to the Olympics by 
beating longtime rival 
Glenn Howard 7-3 in the fi¬ 
nal of the Tim Hortons Roar 
of the Rings Curling Trials 
at Rexall Place yesterday. 
The Edmonton native will 
represent Canadian men’s 
curling at the Olympics in 
Vancouver this February. 

Martin, who has been one 
of Canada’s top curlers for 
nearly 20 years, was un¬ 
characteristically emotional 
afterward. 

“There’s a big relief after 
a week like this, but it’s 
kind of like that. You work 
so hard for three-and-a-half 
years and in a one-game sit¬ 
uation against a team we’ve 
played so often in big games 
— man, there’s a lot of 
emotion that comes out 
when you win that game,” 
Martin said while wearing 
his brand new red-and- 
white Team Canada jacket. 


The 43-year-old Martin 
last represented Canada at 
the 2002 Winter Olympics 
in Salt Lake, where he set¬ 
tled for silver after losing to 
Norway’s Pal Trulsen in the 
final. 

Emotions were also on 
display from third John 
Morris, second Marc 
Kennedy and lead Ben 
Hebert, who will be making 
their first Olympic appear¬ 
ance in Vancouver. 

“I’m speechless right 
now. It’s wild,” said Hebert. 
“There were a few tears of 
joy out there when you see 
your family and everything 
like that.” 

Martin took control of the 
game with a deuce in the 
second end, a steal in the 
third, another two in the 
fifth end and then singles in 
the eighth and ninth. 

Martin will be joined in 
Vancouver by 43-year-old 
Cheryl Bernard of Calgary, 
the winner of Saturday’s 
women’s final.

One killed in crash 


One man is dead after a 
late-night collision near 
Westlock Saturday.

RCMP boss slams 
complaints chair

The head of the RCMP is 
bidding the force’s 
complaints commissioner 
farewell by accusing him of 
creating an “inaccurate” 
picture that suggests the 
Mounties have obstructed 
the work of the federal po¬ 
lice agency’s independent 
watchdog. 

The final weeks of Paul 
Kennedy’s term as the chair 
of the Commission for Pub¬ 
lic Complaints Against the 
RCMP have been marked by 
a public squabble with 
RCMP Commissioner 
William Elliott. 

Kennedy, who leaves his 
post at the end of the 
month, released two damn¬ 
ing reports last week while 
describing the force as a 
“massively inert” organiza¬ 


tion that is resistant to 
change. 

And in both cases — first 
a report into the death of 
Robert Dzielcanski and then 
another into the use of a 
Taser on a 15-year-old girl in 
the Northwest Territories — 
Elliott posted letters on the 
RCMP website taking ex¬ 
ception with the timing of 
the reports and Kennedy’s 
comments about the force. 

“Of more concern is the 
impression left by your pub¬ 
lic comments that the 
RCMP, and I as commission¬ 
er, are motivated or have at¬ 
tempted to prevent reports 


critical of the force from be¬ 
ing made public. I categori¬ 
cally reject this,” Elliott 
wrote to Kennedy in a letter 
released by the RCMP on 
Friday. 

“An inaccurate percep¬ 
tion of the actions and mo¬ 
tivations of the RCMP has 
been created.” 

Typically, reports from 
the complaints commis¬ 
sion include a response 
from the RCMP, but 
Kennedy set the release 
dates for the latest pair of 
reports before the force 
had formally replied.

Ottawa should share heat: Tobacco groups 


In the waning days of the 
cigarette's cool cache in 
the late 1960s, as the dan¬ 
gers of lighting up were 
becoming more and more 
apparent, the federal gov¬ 
ernment invested its 
research dollars into 


developing “safer" low-tar 
varieties, say tobacco com¬ 
panies. 

So when a landmark B.C. 
lawsuit seeking repayment 
for billions of dollars in 
smoking-related health-care 
costs goes to court, the fed¬ 


eral government should 
share some of the heat, they 
argue. 

Imperial Tobacco Canada, 
along with Rothmans, Ben¬ 
son and Hedges, and JTI- 
Macdonald, is seeking to 
bring Ottawa into the pro¬ 


ceedings as a third-party de¬ 
fendant. They claim that 
decades ago the govern¬ 
ment worked with them to 
develop products now 
known to cause disease. 

“We think it’s important 
that the federal govern¬ 


ment is held responsible,” 
said Eric Gagnon, 
spokesman for Imperial To¬ 
bacco. 

They were handed a par¬ 
tial victory last week when 
the B.C. Court of Appeal 
ruled that the trial will hear 


some of the allegations 
against the federal govern¬ 
ment when it begins in Sep¬ 
tember 2011. B.C. will be 
the first of several provinces 
to go to court against the to¬ 
bacco companies in similar

$i.i-trillion bill goes to 
Obama for approval 


Washington The U.S. Sen¬ 
ate yesterday passed a $1.1- 
trillion spending bill with 
increased budgets for vast 
areas of the federal govern¬ 
ment including health, ed¬ 
ucation, law enforcement 
and veterans’ programs. 

The 1,000-page-plus pack¬ 
age, one of the last essential 
chores of Congress this 
year, passed 57-35 and now 
goes to U.S. President 
Barack Obama for his signa¬ 
ture.

debate on a health-care leg¬ 
islation that has consumed 
its time and energy for 
weeks. 

The spending bill com¬ 
bines six of the 12 annual 
appropriation bills for the 
2010 budget year that be¬ 
gan on Oct. 1. Obama has 
signed into law five others. 

The final one, a $626-bil- 
lion defence bill, will be 
used as the base bill for an¬ 
other catch-all package of 
measures that Congress 
must deal with in the com¬ 
ing days.

Italian PM injured 
in attack at rally 

An attacker hurled a stat¬ 
uette at Italian Premier Sil¬ 
vio Berlusconi, striking the 
leader in the face at the 
end of a rally yesterday 
and leaving the stunned 
73 -year-old media mogul 
with a broken nose and 
bloodied mouth. 

Police said the 42-year- 
old man accused of attack¬ 
ing Berlusconi as he signed 
autographs in Milan was 
taken into custody. The 
Italian leader was rushed to 
a hospital where he was be¬ 
ing held overnight. 

The attack occurred at a 
time when Berlusconi, one 
of Italy’s wealthiest men, is 
embroiled in a sex scandal, 
a divorce case with his wife 
and public protests de¬ 
manding his resignation.

punched Berlusconi in the 
face while clutching a sou¬ 
venir statue of Milan’s Duo- 
mo cathedral. But state TV 
later showed a video of 
what appeared to be the at¬ 
tacker’s hand coming close 
to Berlusconi’s face while 
holding the statue, then 
letting go of the object as it 
hit the premier’s face. 

Berlusconi was “very 
shaken and demoralized,” 
Klun said. “He didn’t un¬ 
derstand very well what 
happened to him.” 

Immediately after the at¬ 
tack, the premier, after get¬ 
ting out of the car and 
without saying a word, was 
pulled back into the vehi¬ 
cle by bodyguards.

Bus driver attack raises questions 


InTransi 



-he savage attack of 
bus driver Tom 
Bregg has raised a 
lot of questions 
among riders and 
Edmontonians in general, 
but the main one is rather 


simple: Why? 

The attack was random 
and completely unwarrant¬ 
ed, which explains the pub¬ 
lic outciy. Acts of violence 
aren’t especially uncom¬ 
mon, but the circumstances 
give this one an “it-could- 
have-been-me” quality. 

Another question, asked 
loudest by the drivers’ 
union, is “why don’t ETS 
buses have plexiglass 
shields yet?” 

The short answer is 
they’re still being tested. A 
longer answer is they’re on¬ 


ly just showing up in Toron¬ 
to and are pretty rare, even 
in the U.S. 

Shields raise some big 
questions for me. I’m con¬ 
cerned by their dehumaniz¬ 
ing effect, not only cutting 
off the friendly contact be¬ 
tween drivers and passen¬ 
gers, but sending a message 
that transit is dangerous. 

Often, the perception 
that something is unsafe 
makes it unsafe, like warn¬ 
ings to avoid a particular 
part of town. Whether the 
danger is real or imagined, 


staying away gives any neg¬ 
ative elements the run of 
the place. 

I can’t help but woriy the 
same is true with shields. 
Driving with the shield 
closed is essentially an ad¬ 
mission that you think 
your route is dangerous 
and your passengers are li¬ 
able to try something. 

Whether current riders 
take it personally or not, 
and I think many subcon¬ 
sciously will, it’s not a great 
message for new riders. It 
might even entice people to 


act out, knowing it would¬ 
n’t be entirely unexpected. 

And while the drivers 
may be protected, the pas¬ 
sengers sure aren’t. If any¬ 
thing, they could be worse 
off; it’s hard for drivers to 
give the illusion of control 
from behind glass. 

Drivers could, of course, 
just leave them open, but I 
wonder how well that 
would work for random at¬ 
tacks and whether they 
would be able to close the 
shield fast enough. 

That being said, the 


things only run about 
$1,000, meaning outfitting 
the fleet should be less than 
$1 million. In the grand 
scheme of things that’s 
nothing. 

If drivers want shields, 
they should have them. At 
the same time, I still like to 
think Edmonton is a city 
where shields aren’t neces¬ 
sary and bus drivers don’t 
really want to use them.

automotive General Mo¬ 
tors Company is in talks to 
sell parts of Saab Automo¬ 
bile's old technology to a 
Chinese company and the 
entire brand to another 
buyer, a person familiar 
with the negotiations said 
yesterday. 

The person said GM 
plans to sell the technolo¬

The person said the sale 
of the old technology to 
will help GM financially 
but won't stand in the way 
of a deal to sell the entire 
Saab brand and its current 


production to another buy¬ 
er. 

Negotiations for such a 
deal are also taking place, 
the source said, but de¬ 
clined to say with whom. 

General Motors earlier 
this month said it will 
phase out the Saab brand if 
it doesn't find a buyer for 
the brand before the end 


of December. 

About 4,500 jobs at Saab 
are at stake. 

However, GM said new 
potential buyers had 
emerged after Sweden's 
Koenigsegg Automotive AB 
dropped out of a deal to 
buy the company in No¬ 
vember.

Sharing the burden 

Canada push for U.S. to shoulder costs of oilsands 


Environment Minister Jim 
Prentice appears to be in 
agreement with former 
Liberal prime minister 
Paul Martin on who 
should pay for the 
environmental costs of Al¬ 
berta’s oilsands energy. 

Martin has been quoted 
as saying the U.S. should 
shoulder some of Canada’s 
carbon emissions burden 
because it’s the chief user 
of energy from the oil¬ 
sands. 

Prentice, who is at the 
Copenhagen climate sum¬ 
mit, says if Americans buy 


Canadian oil, the environ¬ 
mental costs should be ab¬ 
sorbed on the U.S. side of 
the border. 

Prentice told CTV News 
that’s why the government 
is working so closely with 
the U.S. to make sure we 
have a harmonized system 
and a continental ap¬ 
proach to reducing emis¬ 
sions.The environment 
minister says whether it is 
regulations, or a cap and 
trade system, it must be in¬ 
tegrated or we’ll end up 
losing jobs in Canada and 
undertaking costs that are 


not our responsibility. 

Martin, who served sev¬ 
eral years as finance minis¬ 
ter, said he fully supports 
oilsands development. 

But he also said develop¬ 
ment should proceed at a 
“rational pace,” and the re¬ 
sulting environmental bur¬ 
den should be shared by 
the U.S.

Global consulting firm 
Accenture Ltd. has ended 
its relationship with 
Tiger Woods, marking 
the first major sponsor 
to cut ties altogether 
with the golfer since his 
alleged infidelities 
surfaced and he 
announced an indefinite 
leave from the sport to 
work on his marriage. 

In its first statement 
since the Woods’ scandal 
erupted, Accenture said 
yesterday the golfer is “no 


longer the right represen¬ 
tative” after the “circum¬ 
stances of the last two 
weeks.” 

The move ends a six- 
year relationship during 
which the firm credited 
its “Go on, be a Tiger” 
campaign with boosting 


its image significantly. Ac¬ 
centure has used Woods 
to personify its claimed 
attributes of integrity and 
high performance. 

“After careful considera¬ 
tion and analysis, the 
company has determined 
that he is no longer the 


right representative for 
its advertising,” Accen¬ 
ture said, adding that “it 
wishes only the best for 
Tiger Woods and his fami¬

Ah, the office holiday par¬ 
ty — eagerly awaited for 
months, just as eagerly 
wished away from memo¬ 
ry by unfortunate souls. 
Everyone has “that” office 
party story where 
someone crossed the line 
or did something incredi¬ 
bly stupid and sometimes 
the anxiety related to the 
party itself can be just as 
personally traumatizing. 

Given that it all takes 
place among people you 
share your work with or 
owe your job too, the fun 
of the office holiday party 
can quickly turn to fear 
and regret. 

Martin M. Anthony, pro¬ 
fessor of psychology at Ry- 
erson University and au¬ 


thor of the Shyness and 
Social Anxiety Workbook, 
says some anxiety is natu¬ 
ral but often people imag¬ 
ine a much worse outcome 
than what is likely to hap¬ 
pen. 

When it comes to things 
like letting an inappropri¬ 
ate joke slip through, 
spilling your drink or mis¬ 
pronouncing someone’s 
name, Anthony says it’s 
important not to sweat the 
small stuff because, for the 
most part, other people 
won’t either. 

“A lot of times when we 
make these minor gaffes, 
we are the often the per¬ 
son most concerned about 
it. Many times it doesn’t 
matter that much to oth¬ 
ers,” Anthony said. 

If you truly want to 
avoid those legendary wa¬ 
ter-cooler disaster mo¬ 


ments, Anthony can’t 
stress enough that limit¬ 
ing your alcohol consump¬ 
tion is crucial. 

“When people are anx¬ 
ious they often drink more 
at parties, which can make 
you more uninhibited. Al¬ 
cohol actually has the 
same physical effect on 
the brain as many anti¬ 
anxiety medications, but 
some anxiety is good be¬ 
cause you need to monitor 
your behaviour to not of¬ 
fend people,” Anthony 
said. 

For people who are shy 
or feel uncomfortable 
making small talk, the hol¬ 
iday office party can seem 
downright stressful but 
Anthony suggests it repre¬ 
sents an obstacle that is 
worth overcoming. Trying 
to avoid making small-tallc 
because you’re afraid of 


making a faux pas just 
compounds the fear and 
potentially closes doors on 
relationships with people 
that could have been bene¬ 
ficial. 

“Avoidance maintains 
the fear, it keeps it alive, 
because you never deal 
with it. You have to force 
yourself to deal with it. It’s 
true people are evaluated 
when they make small talk 
but they’re also evaluated 
when they avoid making 
small talk,” Anthony said. 

If you’re new in the of¬ 
fice and worried about not 
having enough to say, plan 
out a few talking points in 
advance and don’t set 
yourself up mentally to 
fail. 

“Think in advance of the 
kinds of things you want 
to talk about and chal¬ 
lenge your own anxious 


thoughts,” Anthony said. 

Don’t expect to be a per¬ 
fect social butterfly at all 
times and don’t worry 
about pauses and silent 
moments in a conversa¬ 
tion — they are natural. 

“A lot of people who are 
nervous about making 


small-tallc are particularly 
worried about those little 
silences that happen dur¬ 
ing small talk. Silence 
doesn’t instantly mean 
you’re boring — all con¬ 
versations eventually set¬ 
tle, so don’t be afraid of 
it,” Anthony said.

Chicken Satay 
Stir-Fry 

INGREDIENTS: 

1/4 cup (50 ml) smooth 

peanut butter 

1/3 cup (75 ml) coconut 

milk 

2 tbsp (25 ml) diluted 
chicken stock 
1 lemon, zest finely grated 

1 tbsp (15 ml) vegetable oil 

2 garlic cloves, crushed 

1 red chili pepper, deseed¬ 
ed and finely chopped 
12 oz (350 g) skinless 
chicken breast fillets, cut 
into thin strips 
1 tbsp (15 ml) five-spice 
powder 

1 red pepper, deseeded 
and sliced 

2 carrots, peeled and cut 
into julienne strips 

6 oz (175 g) button mush¬ 
rooms, sliced 
2 tbsp (25 ml) chopped 
fresh coriander 

METHOD: 

1. In small bowl, whisk to¬ 
gether peanut butter, co¬ 
conut milk, stock and 


lemon zest until blended, 
then set aside. 

2. Heat oil in wok or large 
flying pan over high heat. 
Add garlic and chili 
pepper and stir-fry 30 sec¬ 
onds to release flavours. 

3. Add chicken and five- 
spice powder and stir-fry 
3-4 minutes until chicken 
has coloured all over. Add 
red pepper, carrots and 
mushrooms and stir-fry 2- 
3 minutes until slightly 
softened. 

4. Pour peanut butter mix¬ 
ture into wok and stir-fry 
2-3 minutes until chicken 
is cooked through and ten¬ 
der. Remove from heat, 
stir in chopped coriander 
and serve immediately.
